Ambulance needed 
jump start 


Warning over response 
times and staff levels

A patient’s family had to jump start an 
East Midlands Amublance using their 
own car after its battery died 

This was one of the horror stories 
included in a report published by the 
Care Quality Commission. 

The CQC found problems including 
the care and welfare of patients, safety 
and suitability of equipment and staff¬ 


ing levels in East Midlands Ambulance 
Service. It was one of only two of 
England’s 10 ambulance trusts to fail to 
get an ambulance to 95% of all life- 
threatening emergencies within 19 
minutes. 

The CQC said the Trust needs to con¬ 
tinue with its plans to ensure more 
qualified staff are in the right place at 
the right time, and to offer better staff 
support with clear career progression. 


Inspectors noted EMAS is taking 
reasonable steps to improve, and is 
happy that no further action needs 
to be taken by the CQC. 

In its conclusion of its report the 
CQC said: “We have asked the pro¬ 
vider to send us a report by 17 April 
2014, setting out the action they will 
take to meet the standards. 

“We will check to make sure that 
this action is taken.” 


Fire guts 
building 


Fire investigators will conclude 
their work tomorrow, Friday, into 
why a fire broke out at ESS 
Recycling plant on the Leyland 
Industrial Estate in Wellingborough 
last Friday. 

At the height of the fire 60 fire¬ 
fighters and 22 appliances were on 
the scene. 

Firefighters were called to the 
blaze at 8.30am and even when 
they were on their way to the fire 
they called for further back up. 

This came from neighbouring 
firefighters in Leicestershrie and 
Bedfordshire.

While living in Rushden for four 
years, Northampton has always 
been on my doorstep, I just never 
took the time to explore its sights 
before I moved to Nottingham to go 
to university. 

Enjoying the idea of viewing 
Northampton from a tourist point of 
view, my editor decided to throw me 
in at the deep end and ask me to 
explore Northampton for the day on 
my own! I was set two tasks; acquire 
the new ‘guide to Northampton’ 
from County Hall and buy a souve¬ 
nir tea towel. Armed with myself and 
my tasks, I set off into town. The first 
thing I needed to do was find the 
County Hall to get the travel guide. 

It proved harder than I thought, as 
I spent twenty minutes just trying to 
locate it. There were sign posts 
pointing me in the right direction, 
however, the building itself, despite 
being enormous, wasn’t obvious to a 
‘tourist’. 

When I eventually gave up search¬ 
ing and asked a lady for directions, I 
was embarrassed to find I had been 


walking past it repeatedly the whole 
time. 

Once I got the guide I saw it con¬ 
tained information and locations on 
various cultural places for people to 
visit. 

Places such as the Guildhall, Holy 
Sepulchre Church and the history of 
Northampton, including the Great 
Fire, were all written about in detail. 

This made me want to visit some 
cultural spots in town myself. I saw 
the advert for Northampton 
Museum and decided to go and have 
a look. 

When I got there I realised the 
museums were all closed on 
Mondays, something I should have 
checked in the guide first! This made 
me determined to see something 
historic in Northampton before the 
day was over. I saw All Saints Church 
advertised in the guide, so I decided 
to take a short walk over there. 

When I got to All Saints I had a look 
around the inside of the church, 
which was beautifully decorated. 

The sun was shining outside, so 
after looking inside the church I 
decided to sit on the patio outside 
and have a cup of All Saints tea. 

After my time relaxing on the patio, 
I thought it was about time I com¬ 
pleted my mission of bringing a 
Northamptonshire tea towel back to 
the office. 

The tea towel turned out to be back 
at the County Hall, so at least this 
time I knew which building I was 
looking for! Despite knowing what it 
looked like, I couldn’t remember 
which direction I had come from. So 


I got out my guide and used the 
directory to find the street name and 
then locate it on the map in the mid¬ 
dle of the guide. I think I was possi¬ 
bly the only person to use a guide to 
find their way around Northampton, 
because people were looking at me 
like I was from a different planet 
when I was using it in town. 

I took a short walk over to County 
Hall, which I located more easily 
than I thought I would, when inside 
I saw the tea towel I needed was right 
in front of me. 

I had spent four hours wandering 
around Northampton town as a 
tourist, and I definitely felt it was 
time to head back now. 


Using the new ‘guide to 
Northampton’ to travel around town 
and see the sights, was both inter¬ 
esting and difficult. Some of the 
locations, such as County Hall, 
proved harder find to than I would 
have originally thought, whereas, 
some of them proved much easier. I 
enjoyed using the guide to visit plac¬ 
es I wouldn’t usually go to, such as 
All Saints, but I really enjoyed look¬ 
ing around and admiring different 
aspects of Northampton. 

Touring Northampton for a day 
resulted in me getting lost a few 
times, however, I would definitely do 
it again using the guide, just to see 
what else I could find!

Term time breaks 
cost parents £4k

Northamptonshire County 
Council has handed out 73 
fines totalling £4,380 to 
parents who took their chil¬ 
dren out of school during 
term time. 

The penalties were handed 
out from September 2013 to 
February 18. 

So far 43 fines have been 
paid which amount to £2,580, 
while 28 have not and could 
lead to court action. 

Since September, new rules 
and regulations have been in 
place to make sure no child 


misses any lessons by being 
taken on holiday. 

The new rules mean 
parents can be fined a mini¬ 
mum of £60 for taking 
children out of class¬ 
es without permis¬ 
sion and they face 
jail if they refuse 
to pay. 

A spokesperson 
for the county 
council said: 

“Since September, 
new legislation intro¬ 
duced by the govern¬ 
ment to increase children’s 
attendance at school clarifies 
that headteachers are not 


permitted to authorise school 
absences unless they are 
satisfied that there are excep¬ 
tional circumstances. 

“Under the new 
rules, headteachers 
would not be 
expected to class 
any term time 
holiday as excep¬ 
tional. 

“The fine is 
irrespective of the 
number of days 
taken. 

“It is the county council 
that administers the issuing 
of fines on behalf of the 
school.”

Police Insp on 
rape charges 



A police inspector from 
Northamptonshire appeared 
before magistrates on Monday 
charged with raping one 
woman and sexually assault¬ 
ing another.

The officer, a father of two, 
who had previously been an 
NCO with Military 
Intelligence, was suspended 
from duty on December 23 
last year. 

He was bailed by St Albans 
magistrates to appear at SACC 
for a preliminary hearing on 
22 April.

Investigations into the 
fire at ESS Recycling 
plant on the Leyland 
Industrial Estate in 
Wellingborough will 
continue until the end of 
the week.

the business recovery 
phase. 

Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue service Area 
manager, Mark Ainge 
said: “This was a signifi¬ 
cant fire and had a sig¬ 
nificant impact on 
Wellingborough and 
businesses. 

“We only experience a 
fire like this once every 


12-18 months. 

“This was a significant 
fire and had a devastat¬ 
ing impact on the busi¬ 
ness. 

“The fire investigation 
will continue and we 
expect it to go on until 
the end of the week.” 

At the height of the fire 
60 firefighters and 22 
apliances attended. 


Trader is facing legal high charges 


A Northampton shopkeeper 
has been charged with sell¬ 
ing legal highs to children. 

James Johnstone, aged 
58, runs a shop at The 
Drapery in the town centre. 

Police were made aware 
he was selling intoxicating 
substances, commonly 
known as legal highs, from 
his shop. 

An operation was setup in 
conjunction with Trading 
Standards to investigate, 
and as a result Johnstone 
has been charged with five 
counts of selling an intoxi¬ 
cating substance to a child 
under 18. 

A leading drugs charity has 
since highlighted the dan¬ 
gers of legal highs. 

Deborah Clarke, manager 
of Northamptonshire-based 



Solve It, which deals specifi¬ 
cally with education around 
the issue of legal highs, 
said: “Retailers have a 
responsibility to ensure age- 
related products do not get 
into the hands of children. 

“Legal highs are a poten¬ 
tial killer and people using 
them need to be aware of 
that. The latest statistics 


show that at least 68 people 
died after taking legal highs 
in 2012. As the law stands 
they are legal, but that does 
not make them safe.” 

Designed to mimic the 
effects of illegal drugs, legal 
highs are chemically differ¬ 
ent enough to not be cov¬ 
ered by the law. They are on 
sale openly on websites and 
high streets across the UK, 
costing around £8 per gram. 

The chemicals are often 
made on an industrial scale 
in countries such as China 
and India and then packaged 
and distributed throughout 
Europe. 

Suppliers can sell many of 
them legally as long as the 
words “not for human con¬ 
sumption” appear on the 
packets.

TO MILTON KEYNES 
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Homework mix up 
is computer’s fault

A missing line of a computer program result¬ 
ed in homework emails being sent to the 
wrong parents and pupils. 

Sir Michael Griffiths, headmaster of 
Northampton School Boys, was forced to 
send out letters to parents on Monday 
apologising for the error. 

In it he said: “A change was made 
by an external software contractor 
which resulted in some parents 
receiving copies of emails sent to 
other parents regarding their son’s 
homework. 

“The process was aborted when 
this became apparent but depend¬ 
ing on when your son or daughter was 
admitted to the school you would have 
received a very large number of such emails. 

“Where more than one person in the family 
receives homework notifications this has 
been exacerbated by each person being 
affected in the same way. 

“We are both angry and disappointed that 


you have been inconvenienced by the receipt 
of irrelevant email but also that you have 
received data that was not intended for you. 

“We do take great lengths to safeguard 
student and parental data, including email 
addresses, and feel very let down that a 
communication we instigated to help parents 
should result in a mistake on this scale. 

‘Senior staff have been in school holding 
those responsible to account and 
investigating why this happened. 
“Steps will be taken to ensure that 
this sort of problem does not 
reoccur. 

“If you are still in receipt of emails 
not intended for you we would ask 
you to delete them. I apologise for 
the inconvenience this has caused.” 
Speaking to the N orthants Herald & 
Post about the error, Sir Michael said the 
problem could not have been sorted until 
Monday morning. 

He added: “On Monday it was fixed within 
two minutes. 

“The mistake came about due to the fact a 
line of the computer program was missed out 
and this led to these problems.”

A 59-year old woman was 
airlifted to hospital after 
slipping down the bank of a 
canal towpath.

A van-tastic dream

From a mythical 40’s space¬ 
craft, to a fag packet sketch, 
then to the drawing board, 
and finally to reality in 
someone's front garden in 
Towcester Northants. This 
is the story of UK's only 
Roswell Caravan. 

Daniel Gregory’s persis¬ 
tence, skill and enthusiasm 
has produced the only retro 
Roswell-space-age caravan 
in the country. As far as any¬ 
one knows the only other 
one ever made is a welding 
utility trailer at work in the 
United States. 

Daniel’s is a small family 
caravan with a double bed 
in it. 

Working from a design 
perfected by a Newcastle 
expert and after 250 hours of 
bending shaping and weld¬ 
ing, from within his mate’s 
barn, came the birth of the 
first gleaming Roswell cara¬ 
van. 

It is made out of sheet alu¬ 
minium instead of plywood, 
which was originally 
planned, and 30mmx50mm 
tubular steel under frame. 

Nearing the completion 
date he had in mind, he put 
even more time in to finish¬ 
ing the caravan, working on 
if for five days in a row put¬ 



ting in 15 hours days, as he 

was getting it ready for a big 
steam rally in Dorset, (yes 
he has a great interest in 
traction engines as well). 

When asked if his wife Jo 
helped him out building the 
caravan, he said, cheekily: 
“Yes. She stayed away! Oh 
and made loads of tea and 
sarnies” 

Before Daniel made the 
full-scale van (132” (IT) long 
by 60” wide and 56” high) he 
made one out of cardboard 
at 12th scale to see if there 
was going to be any poten¬ 
tial problems in fabricating 
it out of Ally sheet. 

Interestingly the indicator 
lights on top of the wheel 
arches are from a 1950’s jet 
that he bought of Ebay (that 


is the lights not the whole 

Jet!). He used what lights 
were required, and then 
swapped the extra lights, for 
some parts that he needed, 
with a mate of his, that looks 
after a real flying war time 
Spitfire. It’s not what you 
know it’s who you know. 

His 4 year old daughter 
Victoria loves the caravan 
and last summer her nurs¬ 
ery school was doing a 
week’s project on “Space” 
and Dad was asked if he 
would bring the Roswell 
down to the school. 

“It was great Daniel said, 
they (the children) were all 
over it and inside and out. 
They were so exited, as to 
them, I suppose it looks 
quite large and they would

George North is relishing Saints' 
end-of-season run-in as the club 
look to finish the campaign with 
two pieces of silverware. 

The British & Irish Lions star did 
not experience being in the hunt 
for trophies with his previous club 
Scarlets but he has plenty to play 
for as his first season with 
Northampton draws to a close. 

Saints are second in the 
Premiership and have a 14 point 
gap over fifth-placed Sale Sharks 
with just four games left, meaning 
they are looking like certainties 
for the end of season play-off 
semi-finals. 

They also have a home Amlin 
Challenge Cup semi-final against 
Harlequins to look forward to 
thanks to last Thursday’s quarter 
final victory over the Sharks in 
Europe’s secondary competition. 

It means that there is some big 
rugby ahead, starting with 
Sunday’s top of the table clash in 
the Premiership with current 
leaders Saracens. 

“Something I’ve never really 
experienced with a club is getting 
to latter stages so to speak so I’m 
really enjoying what is to come 
and the challenges ahead,” said 
Welsh wing North. 

“The boys as a squad, we’re look¬ 
ing pretty good right now. We’re in 
one piece, we’ve got a lot of 
strength in depth and a lot of 
freshness with the boys coming 
through and pushing us on again. 

“It’s a good place to be and it’s 
going to be a big push now to the 
finish. There are a lot of big teams 
to be played.” 

Saints thrashed Saracens 41-20 
at the Gardens back in October 
but they are now seven points 


adrift of the Londoners after back 
to back defeats to Leicester and 
Sale in the league. 

Sunday’s game will also be 
Northampton’s first trip to Allianz 
Park since last season’s play-off 
semi-final, when Northampton 
also got the better of Sarries with a 
27-13 victory after a superb perfor¬ 
mance. 

“From what we’ve seen of 
Saracens, they are an exceptional 
team,” said North. 

“They were a mauling and brawl¬ 
ing team a couple of seasons ago, 


but now they are playing open 
rugby and it is quite an attractive 
brand. It’s very similar to how we 
play here, the challenge on Sunday 
will be pretty good. 

“Obviously it’s tough to go away 
there but the form we’ve been in 
will carry us in good stead.” 

Flanker Callum Clark said 
Northampton’s play-off win last 
season - which booked a 
Twickenham final date against 
Leicester - would have no baring 
on what happens this weekend. 

“It was a big result on the day, a 


one-off on the day,” he said. 

“You can’t just expect to turn up 
and it will happen, you have to 
earn performances like that. 

“We’ll have to produce that again 
if we are going to get close to it. 

“We always try and have high 
intensity and demand a lot on 
ourselves, nothing is ever given to 
you. You have to turn up against 
whoever you are playing against, 
prepare properly and perform on 
the weekend. 

“They are top of the league so it 
is a big one.”

FORMULA ONE: SERGIO Perez claimed 
Force India’s first podium finish for five 
years at the Bahrain Grand Prix on Sunday 
and said the achievement felt ‘amazing’. 

The Silverstone based outfit had only ever 
made the top three once before - when 
Giancarlo Fisichella came second in 
Belgium in 2009 - but Mexican Perez 
swiftly changed that by claiming third place 
in the middle-east. 

“This podium is an amazing achievement 
and one of the most special results in my 
whole career,” said Perez, who finished 
behind the Mercedes duo of Nico Rosberg 
and winner Lewis Hamilton. 

“It was just an amazing feeling to cross 
the line. This is a massive confidence 
boost, especially after the very hard season 
I had last year, and it was the hardest- 
fought podium I ever had.”

Cobblers chairman David Cardoza 
has called for the club to come togeth¬ 
er as one as Northampton prepare for 
five final games in their battle to pre¬ 
serve Football League status. 

Town picked up a precious three 
points with a 1-0 victory at Accrington 
Stanley on Saturday, but they remain 
three points adrift of safety in League 
Two after Wycombe Wanderers and 
Portsmouth also won. 

Cardoza is staying positive though 
with both the Chairboys and Pompey 
remaining on the Cobblers’ fixture list 
over the Easter weekend and other 
teams far from safe as well. 

“We are still very much in the fight, it 
was vitally important that we won on 
Saturday and things would have looked 
very tough had we not,” he said.

“We are still desperate to drag our¬ 
selves out of the bottom two but as 
Chris Wilder has said as long as we are 
out of the bottom two come the final 


whistle of the season then that’s all that 
really matters.” 

Cardoza called on supporters to 
remain positive from the terraces even 
if at times things are not going accord¬ 
ing to plan in coming weeks. 

“As a club and as players and fans we 
have all got to be as one for these last 
five games and we just need everybody 
to get right behind the team,” he said. 

“It’s nervous times, I sit at the games 
and I get frustrated the same as any¬ 
body else but I think we need to put all 
that to one side now and just get behind 
the team and help push them over the 
line. 

“Let’s just forget our nerves now, eve¬ 
ryone wants to see the club still in the 
Football League next season and we 
just have to stay behind the team. 

“Whatever anybody says it makes 
such a difference when we are all 
behind the team, screaming our sup¬ 
port even when a player makes a mis¬ 
take. 

“It helps the confidence of the players 
when they know the fans are right 
behind them even if they do make a 
mistake and it gives them a lift. 

“I’m going to make a conscious effort 
to be positive for these last five games 
and we all have to.” 

The Cobblers face high flying Burton 


Albion at Sixfields on Saturday, with 
the Brewers currently occupying a 
play-off spot and still in the hunt for 
automatic promotion. 

However, the following week’s fix¬ 
tures, the trip to Wycombe on Good 
Friday and then the visit of Portsmouth 
on Easter Monday, look to be particu¬ 
larly crucial - not that the chairman 
agrees. 

“Everyone is talking about our games 
over Easter but to me the Burton game 
is more important,” said Cardoza. “If 
we can get a win on Saturday it will put 
us in a much better position going into 
those games.”

Meeting Pat Gavin - Tom Reed talks to NTFC cult hero

Pat Gavin is a cult figure at Northampton 
Town. Some players toil for years at one club 
and never attain heroic status but Gavin man¬ 
aged it in forty-five minutes. It happened at 
Gay Meadow, Shrewsbury, on the final day of 
the 1993 season. 

The Cobblers are 2-0 down facing a defeat 
that could, quite possibly, mean relegation to 
the Conference. Player Manager Phil Chard 
throws on Gavin as a second-half sub. Not only 
does Gavin notch an equaliser after Chard had 
scored but the former Hanwell Town man goes 
one better by netting the winner. 

Gavin had chased down a Shrews back-pass 
with goalkeeper Paul Edwards’ clearance com¬ 
ing off his backside and ending up in the net. 

Cue pandemonium at full-time as two and a 
half thousand Cobblers fans take over the Gay 
Meadow pitch. 

Roy of the Rovers stuff, though the fictional 
Melchester Rovers would doubtful have faced 
the improbable story-line traced by the 
Cobblers who had gone into administration, 
sacked ten players, been saved by a supporter’s 
trust and then fielded a team of YTS youngsters 
and aging pros when facing oblivion if relegat¬ 
ed to non-league. 

Not many players can claim to have saved a 
club single handed but Gavin came close, such 
was the significance of his Northampton 
cameo. 

I tracked Gavin down and asked him about 
his brief yet crucial period at the County 
Ground. 

Gavin is now forty-six and works with visa 
applications at a firm of travel consultants. 


Before the Cobblers he had been signed by ex- 
Spurs legend Keith Burkinshaw for Gillingham 
and after a contract wrangle at Leicester found 
himself back at the Priestfield before moving 
on to Peterborough and then Barnet. 

It was Barry Fry (then manager at Underhill) 
of all people, who recommended Gavin to Phil 
Chard, who was looking to boost his attacking 
options. 

Gavin arrived with the Cobblers rock bottom 
of the League but despite the club being in a 
desperate state on and off the pitch he doesn’t 
remember his team mates as being defeated. 

To Gavin, Northampton had too many good 
players to go down and he talks with respect 
about the likes of Mickey Bell, Steve Brown and 
Terry Angus who went on to have decent 
careers after leaving the County Ground. 

Moreover, Gavin is careful to point out the 
contribution of the youth element in the team 
in fighting relegation. 

Young lads like Darren Harmon, Lee Colkin 
and the late Martin Aldridge had to learn on 
the job and withstand huge pressure. 

This pressure built as the 1992/93 season 
came to a crescendo with “that match” at 
Shrewsbury. 

Gavin offered to talk me through the whole 
day such is his total recall of the game, from 
being “fuming” when named on the substi¬ 
tute’s bench to the post-match party which 
went long into the Northampton night. Gavin’s 
frustration at being benched for Martin 
Aldridge meant that he was “itching to get on” 
when Chard gave him the nod at half-time. 

After that it was all about belief; belief and 
graft being clearly so important to the forward 
who played until he was forty. 

The Cobblers’ support at Gay Meadow had a 
role in willing the ball into the net and Gavin 
pays tribute to the fans that day. 

They were on the pitch when he scored the 


equaliser after a Kevin Wilkin cross had bob- 
bled up for him to volley home, “a decent fin¬ 
ish” said the man himself. 

Then came the winner, that glorious rebound 
resulting from dogged determination. “I wish I 
could have put it in better” added Gavin self- 
deprecatingly, not knowing that it was the 
delightful honesty of the goal which still reso¬ 
nates with fans. 

With the full-time whistle it was elation for a 
player who, despite joining the club only 
months previously, understood the impor¬ 
tance of the result. 

Not that he was alone in that and Gavin tells 
a moving story about a team mate who went to 
the grave of a close family member and while 
praying, thanked God for the victory and Gavin 
for his goals. 

The aftermath of the Northampton escape 
brought tough decisions regarding the retained 
list with Phil Chard’s hands tied over his budg¬ 
et. Gavin was “bitterly disappointed” to be 
released with a move to Wigan under Kenny 
Swain his next port of call. 

That wasn’t the end of his Cobblers story 
however as he returned the next season with 
the Latics and scored in a 2-0 win at the County 
Ground. Poignantly, the Northampton faithful 
cheered the goal and their returning hero, 
which meant a lot to Gavin whose family were 
in attendance, but was confusing to his team 
mates who received the usual boos. 

Today Gavin lives in Hertfordshire with his 
wife and two young sons. He misses every¬ 
thing about being a professional footballer, 
particularly the physicality of the sport. 

His finishing and aerial ability served him 
well throughout a career which was seen out at 
Farnborough and Harrow Borough before a 
successful spell as player/coach of Hanwell 
Town, the club he started at. 

Not that his competitiveness has gone alto¬ 


gether, being only a stone over his old football 
fighting weight. When I mentioned that the 
twenty-one year gap since he left the Cobblers 
made me feel old as a fan, Gavin jokingly chal¬ 
lenged me to a race over the length of the 
Sixfields pitch. 

After seeing how quick he closed down the 
ball at Shrewsbury I’ll give that one a miss. 

I ask Gavin if the Shrewsbury “great escape” 
is a highlight of his career given how low 
Northampton had fallen. 

His answer is an unequivocal yes and looking 
back you can see why. 

To go to play-off chasing Shrewsbury and 
beat them in their own back yard with a 
patched up side was a true achievement. One 
that stands apart from the off-field turmoil 
that was no fault of the players. 

He won’t be drawn on the current Cobblers 
crisis but points out that only resilient players 
succeed in football - “Messi, Ronaldo, they all 
have moments alone on the training ground 
where they have to dig deep.” 

Gavin had the work ethic or “endeavour” as 
he calls it that Northampton fans appreciate. 
Work-rate and skill, each one useless without 
the other. 

Pat, and I hope I can call him Pat, after talk¬ 
ing at length with him about his career, would 
like to say how much he enjoyed his time with 
the Cobblers and that he appreciated the fans’ 
support in his time in Northampton. I tell him 
that the shoe army are planning away days to 
Wycombe and Dagenham under the banner 
“Gavin it large” and he seems genuinely 
touched that he is remembered so warmly. 

I hope that this article helps him reconnect to 
the club. He might even take in the game at 
Adams Park (family commitments allowing). 
He’ll have a couple of thousand Northampton 
fans waiting to buy him a drink should he do so 
... and the Cobblers escape again.
